MADRID, Sept. 12. rue first 

oficial figures in the national reteren - 
dum made public this morning show 
that 49.987 men and: women in Ma- 
Grid City and Province have voted 
confidence in the Primo de Rivera 
administration and for the establish- 
ment of a national assembly. 
The regulations governing the ref- 
crendum provide that only votes in 
favor of the government will be gc- 
cepted. No vote against the govern- 
ment may be cast. 

The patriotic union, under whcse 
direction the plebiscite is being veld, 
is satisfied with the results obtained 
thus fer and is optimistic as to the 
final figures. No untoward incidents 
are reported. The voting, which 
started yesterday will continue until 
tomorrow night. 

Forty-five. per cent of the voters 
were women. Women also are acting 
on the plebiscite boards. A greater 
number of voters were from the gov- 
ernment offices. Many membecs of the 
teaching staff of Madrid Universit;

PEKING, Sept. 12. UP)—Advices 
from Hankow state, in conflict to 


previous reports, are that Wu Chang 
has not as yet been occupied by the 
Cantonese but that its evacuation 
by the allies is ex soon. 

The southern army from Kwan- 
tung Province under leadership of 
Gen. Chang Kai-shek, military head 
of the Canton government, invested 
Hankow Saturday afternoon, the Wu 
Pei-fu forces yielding their .Hupth 
Province capital to the Cantonese but 
remaining in possession of near-by 
Wu Chang.

Supreme Court Rules ‘They Cannot Print Legal 
A dverlising of Municipalities. 


MONROVIA, Sept. 12.—In a decision affecting scores of cities throughout 
the State, the California Supreme Court has held, in an unanimous opinion 
received here today, that no newspaper can be considered of general cir- 
culation or qualified to carry legal notices unless the entire operation of pro- 
ducing that newspaper is performed in the city where it is circulated. _ 

In brief, the opinion points 3 city of Monrovia, nor qualified to 


that the law required a legal news- 
paper to be “printed and published” 
in the city where it circulates and the 
court construed these terms to meap 
not only the editorial work but the 
further operations of typesetting and 
presswork. 

This opinion ruled on the status of 


the Monrovia Evening Post, a Kellogg 
paper, which maintains an editorial 
office in Monrovia but for which all 
mechanical work is done in the plant 
| of the Pasadena Post. Having lost 
a bid on Monrovia city printing when 
‘its legality was questioned, The Post 
filed a petition in Superior Court to 
be declared a legal paper and it was 
granted by Judge PF. C. Valentine. 
The petition was op by the 
| Monrovia Daly News, which carried 
the case to the Superior Court. The 


reversal of the Superior Court de-. 


Cision resulted. 

In a lenghty explanation of the 
decision, the court stated: 

“It may have been a matter of 
excellent business economy to print 
and publish the ‘Monrovia Evening 
Post’ in conjunction with the ‘Pasa- 
dena Evening Post’ at its shops in 
Pasadena, but certainly according to 
the clear letter of the statute, it is 
neither printed nor published at Mon- 
rovia, and is, therefore, not a news- 
paper of general circulation within
